T  the  annual  business  meeting  of  the  M.  H.  S.  Gradu- 


l  \  ates’  Association  in  1911,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee 
of  fifty  (one  from  each  graduated  class)  be  appointed  by  the 
President  and  the  Executive  Committee  to  assist  in  arrang- 
ments  for  celebrating  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  gradua¬ 
tion  of  the  first  class  to  receive  M.  H.  S.  diplomas,  and  it  was 
also  voted  to  publish  this  pamphlet  coincident  with  the  same 


event.

CLASS  OF  '62. 

Cora  A.  Chapin-. — Attended  Brattleboro,  Vermont,  sem¬ 
inary,  and  Dr.  Gannett’s  school,  Boston  ;  taught  school  three 
years  at  Quincy  ;  married  Charles  B.  Godfrey,  June  25,  1868 ; 
three  children,  Mabel  Lee,  Grace  and  Stuart  C.,  all  living ; 
present  residence,  Milford. 

Kate  S.  Freeman. — Taught  for  a  time  in  our  public 
schools,  and  also  in  the  South  ;  married  R.  P.  Parker,  a  law¬ 
yer,  of  Indianapolis ;  one  child,  not  living  ;  Mr.  Parker  died, 
and  at  last  accounts  she  was  still  living  at  1656  Talbot  Ave., 
Indianapolis. 

May  A.  Parkhurst. — Attended  Brattleboro,  Vermont, 
seminary,  and  Boston  High  and  Normal  schools.  Has  been 
engaged  in  teaching  in  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Wisconsin, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  Chelsea  and  Milford,  and  was  for  12  years 
assistant  in  the  Milford  High  school,  the  longest  record  of 
service  in  the  history  of  the  school ;  married  Henry  E.  Fales 
September  12,  1891 ;  no  children  ;  Mr.  Fales  died  January  24, 
1897;  present  residence,  Milford. 

Mark  D.  Shea. — Went  to  Chicago  and  was  engaged  in 
the  wholesale  boot  and  shoe  business  until  his  death  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1900  ;  was  not  married. 

Melvin  A.  Underwood. — Graduated  from  Harvard  col¬ 
lege  in  1866,  and  spent  a  year  or  two  abroad  ;  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  boots  with  his  father  and  others ;  later  in  the 
insurance  business  in  Boston ;  and  for  a  time  was  deputy  col¬ 
lector  for  the  city  of  Boston ;  had  some  newspaper  experience 
on  the  Boston  Advertiser  and  as  proprietor  of  the  Spanish- 
American  Exporter ;  for  the  past  26  years  has  held  an  impor-
